LATKST FKO.M E N G L X X D .

Sheffield, at New-York. London dates 
have been received to the 7th, and Liv- 
erpool to the 8th of J u l y , from which 
we make the f o l l o w i n g extracts : 


The question of B e l g i u m is not yet 


settled. 
Prince Leopold has signified 


his acceptance of the Throne, in the e- 
vent of the consent of the Belgian Con- 
gress to the 18 articles d r a w n up at 
the Conference of the ''Five Powers" 
in London, and s u b m i t t e d to them. — 
These articles have been u n d e r discus- 
sion at Brussels, and the opposition to 
them is very considerable. 
Some po- 


pular commotions have also t a k e n place 
II is thought, however, ihey will be a- 
d opted by a small majority. 


After a debute of three days' dura- 


tion, carried on with u n u s u a l vehem- 
ence and a threat display of t a l e n t , the 
Reform 13111 passed the British House 
of Commons on the 6th J u l y on its se- 
cond reading- by a majority of 136 — 
there being 367 votes in its favor, and 
231 against it. 
The bill was to be con- 


sidered in Committee on the 12th. 


The Ordnance, A r m y and Navy esti- 


mates had been introduced in the House 
of Commons, and it is worthy of re- 
mark, that their amount does not ex- 
ceed that of the peace establishment.' — 
On the subject of the squadron fitting 
out at Portsmouth under Admiral Cod- 
rington. Sir James Graham, one of the 
Lords of the Admiralty, declared in 
the House, that it had no belligerent ob- 
ject in view, and in the relation to the 
hire of transports by the government, 
•which had created so much specula- 
lion in London, it appears that they are 
intended for sanitary purposes. 
The 


prospect of a joint interference of" Eng- 
land and France in the affairs of Poland, 
seems t h u s to have entirely vanished. 
and judging- from the observations oc- 
casionally elicited in debate from the 
members of" the British cabinet, we 
should say that, howe\er they may aim 
to direct the course of events in Europe 
by negociation. there is a determina- 
tion on their pan to avoid a recourse 
to arms. 


Letters received in London on 6th of 


July, from various parts of the Conti- 
nent, are full of remarks on the. formi- 
dable military attitude of Austria and 
Prussia, which, on the most moderate 
calculation, amounts together to about 
400.000 men. all armed and equipped, 
ready to take the field immediately. — 
"What the policy of the Foreign Cabi-

all, the officers accompanying them,had 
any knou ledge of. or given aid or coun-

as able as most others to protect my- 
self. 
But I t h i n k I have a just ground 


for complaint, in your effort to transfer 
from yourself and your officer, who are 
constituted for that service, to me, a 
private citizen, at a distance, and w i t h - 
out special interest, the labor and res- 
ponsibility of carrying on a criminal 
prosecution, lor an offence committed 
exclusively against the United States, 
even after the principal offender had 
confessed more than enough to justify 
a public prosecution.

more serious cause of complaint, in 
your additional effort to divert the pub-

quently, the fame of its chief officer I 
have not considered myself as laboring 
under obligations which could not be 
paid, nor you as ha\ing any right to 
i n f l i c t injuries by way of adjusting such 
a balance. 


W i t h the exception of station, there- 


fore, I fell no restraint which would not 
be required in any other case, and, if 
station can be construed lo confer priv- 
ileges of this n a t u r e , those who claim

RUSSIA AND POLAND. 


The affairs of Poland c o n t i n u e pros- 


perous, but the great crisis of its fate is 
fast approaching. 
The main army,

left its repose, and upon the 14th inst. 
again taken the field to act upon the of- 
fensive against the Russians. This is, 
perhaps, the last time that these brave 
patriots will have occasion to tempt 
the fortunes of their country by seeking 
a battle, as it is said to be their deter- 
mination never to return to their place 
of shelter, but as victors, or to bury 
themselves under its ruins.
